i. Soviet Zone German Police 


(1) Following the establishment of the Soviet Zone German 
Government, the para-military Soviet Zone German police was 
reorganized under the Verwaltung fuer Schulung (Department of 
Training & Indoctrination) of the new Ministry of the Interior, 

The department is headed by Wilhelm Zaisser, former Minister of the 
Interior of Saxony-Anhalt. 


(2) The units of the para-military police are designated as 


-police schools, with each school having about a thousand men. 


(3) About 50 police schools have so far been established. 
The Soviet Zone para-military police is estimated at fifty to 
sixty thousand at present. 


(4) This police category, being centrally assigned to the 
Berlin government, must not be confused with the essentially 
stronger regular police subordinated to the police departments 
of the individual Soviet Zone Laender. The regular police is 
of less military value and is primarily assigned to technical 
police duty. It includes a large contingent of women police. 
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30 Soviet Zone of Austria 
a. Situation in General 


Chance information on Soviet troops in Austria, obtained in 
November 1949, confirms the previous Order of Battle situ- 
ation. The Soviet Occupation Forces under the (Central 

Group of Forces ?) headquarters in Baden near Vienna, still 
including the 17th Gds Mecz Div in western Hungary, were not 
reinforced by any new units during the Summer and Fall of 1949, 
according to available information. In the late Summer of 1949, 
the units only received new recruits who, like the recruits who 
arrived in the Soviet Zone of Germany, are believed to belong 
to the 1929 class. 


bo Training 


The training of the Soviet troops in Austria and western Hun- 
gary ended with the completion of the maneuvers about the end 
of October or beginning of November 1949, The training of 
recruits who arrived in the late Summer of 1949 will be inten- 
sified until the start of the winter maneuvers. Information of 
mid-November 1949 indicates that training units presumably also 
will be stationed in Doellersheim during the winter month. 


ce. Suartering Areas 


According to available information, all units returned to their 
former military posts upon the completion of maneuvers. +

a. Situation in Western Hunzary 


The 17th Gds Mecz Div, subordinate to the Baden headquarters, 
returned to western Hungary from the Varpalota-Haymasker train- 
ing area during the last days of October 1949. Information on 
military posts in western Hungary indicates that they were occu- 
pied in early November 1949 as they were before the maneuver 
period. Rumors that Soviet troops from western Hungary were 
shifted to the Yugoslov border have not been verified. 


b. Situation in Bastern Hungary 


No recent information is available on the concentration of 
Soviet troops along the Yugoslav-Hungarian border between the 
Danube and the Tisza Rivers which was observed in September 
1949. Reports from Zahony on rail movements from the Soviet 
Union to Hungary and vice versa indicate that the Soviet troops 
in eastern Hungary were at least not decisively reinforced in 
October 1949. 
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Rumania CONFIDENTIAL 


Infornation emanating from Rumania is not sufficient for 

an estimate of the situation of Soviet troops in Rumania as 
of October and ilovomber 1949. It is considered vossible 
that elements of two arnored divisions »reviously stationed 
in southeastern Rumania may huve returned to their former 
wilitary posts at the end of the maneuver period, 


b. Available information now indicates that the Soviet for- 
ees in Silesia and Pomerania are probably organized as follows:

The Hq ape ae Army (designated Soventh liecz Army by other 
US agencies) which was also assumed to be located in Silesia

It is considered possible that the Soviet forces in Pomerania, 
wiieh presumably include some GIly units, may be subordinate 
to a headquarters of their own (army corps hoadquarters ?) 

ec. The successor of uiarshal Rokosovski as CinC of the North- 
ern Group of Foreos is not knowm,. As Cin of the Polish 
Armed Forces Rokosovski will not officially retain his pre- 


vious appointment, although he will undoubtedly remain the 
nuilitary key figure in Soviet occupied eastern Europe.

Since newspaper dispatches 
repeatedly indicated that airborne troops are stationed in 
East Prussia, it is considered possible that the 8th Airborne 
Gde Rifle Div may be in East Prussia. 


b. Warsehal K.A, lMleretskov was relieved as CinG of the Loscoy 
iD by Genpolk Artemyev, according to Soviet nevspaper dise 
patches of 6 Novembor 1949. Genpolk artemyev was CinC of the 
woscow LD up to 1947. Ne was iaver carried as CinC of Ground 
FPorees in the Lloscow WD.
